REMARKABLE ITALIAN REPORT. 

‘An Exchange Company's telegram, dated 
Genoa, Satarday, says:—The Tempo publishes 
the text of an alleged secret treaty between 
Germany and Japan, signedon 2nd of October, 
1918. The signatories were—For Japan, “iscount 
Uchida and Admiral Kato; and for Germany, 
Herr von Rosen and Herr Renner. The treaty, 
the. Tempo says, wag signed at The H , but 
the conferences were =— at St m 
June of the same year. . two Powers under- 
took to obtein, under their direction, discipline 
at home and the position of a Great Power. 
Japan undertook te assist Germany in obtaining 
for Russia transport facilities to Central Asia 
and Persia, and to facilivate the conclusion of a 
treaty with Persia and other realms favourable 
to Germany. 

Japan, says the Tempe further agreed to ob- 
tain for Germany a “ most-favoured nation " 
treaty im Middle China. The two contracting 
parties agreed to preveit the cession of any 
neighbouring territory to any foreign Powgr : 
that is to say—to England or America. Japan 
agreed to protect German interesis at the Peace 
Conferéace, in order that Germany should suffer 
the least possible territorial loss. Japan also 
agreed to secure for Germany, in accordance 
with a convention to be concluded with Russia, 
a pact, with military, economic, and political 
guaranires, to be put af the disposal of Ger- 
many. For her good offices to this end, on her 
part, Germany we ig conclude a secret mili- 
tary convention by land and sea, the object of 
which was the assurance defence of Japan 
against. the aggressive intentions of England 
end America.

If Great Britain withdraws her belping hand, 
Esthonia’s entire economic system, which is bow 
verging on bankruptcy, will collapse.” 

The North-West Russian Governments organ 
states that the report that an agreement hae 
been made between the North-West Russian Go 
vernment and Great Britain is unfounded. 

The Exchange Company's Copenhagen Corre- 
spondent write ;s—It is reported from Petrograd 
that there is a wish for peace at any time. The 
Petrograd Soviet has empowered a Commission 
to begin negotiations with the Allies on the basis 
of conditions fixe dby them.

-SEMI-OFFICIAL STATEMENT. 
| The Geneva Correspondent of the Paris Temps 
states that Gabrielle D'Annunzio has seized all 
the food stores in Fiume, and that the people 
of the city are already said to be short of 
meat. The message continues:—The Italian 
Legion (‘‘ Sursum Corda "’) hae posted up Pro- 
clamations in the town ordering all Croats, 
Magyars, and Germans to leave Fiume imme- 
diately. The Italian soldiers force young Slav 
women to wear the tricolour cockades. Many 
of the chief people of Fiume have left. On 
Thursday evening D’Annunsio received dele- 
gates from Sussak, the entirely Slav quarter of 
the city. D’Amnunzio declared that he took no 
responsibility as regards Suassak, but would 
guarantee the lives and goods of the population. 
The delegates replied that under the adminis- 
tration of General Crazioli the same promises 
had been made to them, and that the Jugo 
Slavs had, nevertheless, suffered ill-treatment. 
He informed D’Annunzio that since his arrival 
about 400 Slave from Fiume and 135 Juga- 
Slave from Sussak had been imprisoned, and 
that several men had been killed, including 
Ardite. 
SEMI-OFFICIAL STATEMENT. 

An Italian semiofficial statement on the 
events in Fiame says :—The reports which have 
been i in several newspapers are 
greatly exaggerated. whilst some are devoid of 
all foundation, particularly those relating to 
the strength of the forces now in Finme and to 
the identity of the corps to which they belong. 
In the neighbourhood of the armistice line and 
in Dalmatia movements of Jugo-Slav troops 
and a concentration of detachments formed of 
JugeSlav Volunteers have been reported. 
General Badoglio is making arrangements for 
very vigilant supervision everywhere.

THE EX-KAISER’S PART. 

According ‘to a Vienna telegram, says the 
Press Association's Copenhagen Correspondent, 
Dr. Roderick Gooss, on the authority of the 
Chief of the German-Austrian Foreig 2 Office, 
has published an historical work, entitled “ The 
Vienna Cabinet and the Origin of the World 
War,” the material for which he obtained from 
official documents, and which gives an exact 
account of the attitude of the Austrian Cabinet 
from June 28th to August Ist, 1914—that is 
to say, from the Serajevo murder to Germany's 
declaration of war on Russia. The telegram 
says that the book establishes that the alleged 
Potsdam Crown Council of July Sth, 1914, was, 
in reality, a joint Austro-Hungarian Cabinet 
meeting in Vienna on July 7th, when all pre- 
sent, except Count Tisza, agreed that such far- 
re ing demands should be made to Serbia 
that their rejection was to be anticipated, and 
the way paved for a radical solution by means 
of military intervention. The publication 
further shows, the telegram claims, that fhe 
German Government had no knowledge of the 
text of the Austro-Hungarian Note to Serbia, or 
any share in its drafting, and that the Serbian 
reply was not communicated to Berlin. In 
transmitting Sir Edward Grey's mediation pro- 
posal of July 29th, the German Government 
instructed Herr von Txchirschky, the German 
Ambassador in Vienna, to say “The German 
Government must most urgently and emphati- 
cally commend to the Imperial and Royal Go- 
vernment’s consideration the acceptance of 
England’s mediation. Under the honourable 
conditions proposed, it would be uncommonly 
dificult for Austria-Hungary and Germany to 
bear responsibility for the consequences of re- 
fection.”
